He warned 
on the other hand of exag 
gerated pessimism jj took 
pains to substantiate“Tis con- 
clusions by rows and rows of 
figures. Despite this wealth 
of material which the Minis 
ter put at the disposal of the 
House it is doubtful if the pic- 
ture was drawn clear enough to 
provide a good basis for the dis- 
cussion on the economic posi- 
tion which is to follow this 
week. Many of the facts and 
figures cited have been pub- 
ishert before and the surve 
would have been much clearer 
if it had been confined to the 
main problems and given more 
thought to the. measures to be 
taken bv the government for 
putting into effect the policy 
sketched. Moreover Mr. Kap- 
lan included in his speech twp 
items which should have been 
treated separately: his attack 
against the policy of the cit- 
rus growers who try to force 
government Into accepung 
their demands by striking and 
his argument with Mr. Bern 
tein concerning the commis- 
sion appointed to enguire in- 
to alleged discriminations in 
the economic field. If these 
two issues were treated sep- 
‘(rately and at another time. 
the speech would have been 


more concise and would heve 
provided a better basis for

discussion. 
Rew Materials Short 
Perhaps Mr. Kaplan was 


unable to go into the problem 
of our supplies in an open 
session. A statement to this 
effect would have cleared the 
matter up. The Mirtieter of 
speech 


Finance opened his 
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with a survey of the influence 
of international developments 
on Isreels economic position 
which showed that the prob- 
lems involved are paramount 
in his mind. International de- 
velopments have done more 
to change our ecOnoemic pro- 
spects than anything else. If 
Mr. Kaplen’s survey had been 
made in September the dearth 
of foreign currency would 
have been the main problem 
in conjunction with low out- 
put. Today rising prices the 
world over ahd a shortage of 
raw materials are the main 
difficulties. Kaplan mentioned 
these ‘problems but he did not 
deal with them extensively. 
In this, as in many other is- 
sues, the discussion will have 
to clear matters up as far as 
possible. 

The second problem, of in- 
flation, was mentioned by Mr 
Kaplan repeatedly. He went 
over the well-known argu- 
ments in favour of increasect 
production and the need to 
keep down costs. But he did 
not show how the government 
proposes to achieve these 
goals, in view of the inter- 
national situation and the in- 


ternal tendency to raise wages
